Colonel.

of the Cincinnati Post: The Queen
City potaMios In the person of a pretty
yonngladyon Ml Auburn a member
of the military auff of Governor Mac-
Uorkie, 01 vreai Virginia.

Sho is a full-fledged colonel in the
militia of tbo Mountain state, and ia the
only lady in tho United States thus
honored. The lady ia Mine Antoinette
Humphreys, daughter of Mr. Albert
Humphreys of 1034 McMillan street,
and of the firm of Walker & Humphreys.
Early loat May Miss Humphreys took

part in two premutations of "The
Mikado" in Charleston, W. Va. It wob
for the benefit of the Old Women's
Home, in tbe success of which institutionGovernor MacCorkle is greatly interested.
Among those most favorably impressedwith Miaa,'Humphreys' characterizationwas the governor liimself.
He afterwards met the fair Yum Yum

at a reception, and warmly congratulatedher upon her success. When he
learned that she re/used compensation
for her eorvices, he sont for her to come
to hia office.
"Miis Humphreys," he said, as she

entered, "I am doubly ploaaed with your
conduct while within my jurisdiction,
and ehall be greatly gratified if I may
have tho pleaaure of bestowing a alight
favor upon you."
With this ho slopped to ono aids and

motioed for her to take the gubernatorialchair.
"As you are tho governor, I (appose

therols nothing olso to do but obey,"
she replied.
Tho governor then beckoned to his

privato secretary, J. B. White, who is
also acting adjutant general of tlm state
.militia, and, going into an adjolaing
room, said:
"Make out a colonel's commission for

Antoinette Humphreys."
Mr. White looked at his superior woaderlnglyand started to cough.
"No, it ia not a ioke," said his excellency."Make It out at once."
In a few moments Governor MacCorkleformally presented his fair visitor

with the document constituting her a

colonel in the Welt Virginia National
Guard as n member of bis stafl.
Miss Humphries thanked him for the

honor, and promised to fill the office to
tho best of her ability.
"Seo that you do, colonel," ho replied

with a smile, "and remembor that you
aro at all timos under my orders in
military matters."
While she prizes the commission

highly, it hai been only recently that
hor friends became aware that tboy had
a colonel in their midst.
The commission reads as follows:
"United States of America, state of

West Virginia.William A. MacCorkle,
governor and commander .of tho militaryforces of the state. To all to whom
theso presents may come, greeting:
Know ye that, reposing special trnst and
confidence in tho patriotism, valor,
fidelity and abilities of Antoinette
Humphreys, I do hereby commission
hor a colonel of tho West Virginia Naitional guard, to rank as such from the
elevonth day of May, in tho year of our

Lord, ono thousand eight hundred and
ninoty-four. She is therefrom cnrefully
Wl diligently to discharge tho duty of
colonel by doing and performing all
manner of things thoreunto belonging.
And I do hereby strictly charge and requireall officers and soldiers under
hor command to be obedlont to hor ordorsand colonol; and she ia to observe
and follow such ordors and directions
fromtimoto time as she shall recoivo
from me or the iuture governor of tho
state of Wost Virginia or other superior
oftkors sot over hor, according to tho
ruloaand discipline of war.

"Given under my hand and the seal of
tho state at the city of Charleston this
elevonth day of May, in the year of our
Lord ono thousand eight huudrod and
ninety-four, and of tho state tho
tlilvtiltlli.
